CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: July 24, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). 

Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include: 

The use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases 
and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to seek and provide adequate veterinary care to nine dogs, 
as follows: 


1) A female Shiba Inu (#095*084*573) that had red, inflamed, moist 
lesions between most of her toes on all four paws and a two-inch 
reddened area with hair loss on her left front leg; 

2) A black and tan Shiba Inu (#089*111*777) that had a 1/2 inch 
long red, moist, hairless mass-like lesion between the fourth and fifth 
digits on its left front paw; 

3) A female Shiba Inu (without identification) that had raised, 
hairless lesions between the toes on at least three paws. The dog 
pulled away her right front paw whenever the inspector tried to look 
at the inflamed tissue; 

4) A female Shiba Inu (without identification) that had reddened, 
raised, moist lesions between most of the toes on all four paws. The 
dog pulled away her left rear paw when the inspector tried to look at 
the inflamed tissue between her middle toes; 

5) A female Shih Tzu (#045*683*267) that had a cloudy bluish-grey 
left eye and a cloudy, dull, dry, bluish-gray right eye with pinpoint 
circular greyish white lesion on the cornea. The dog had colored 
discharge around both eyes. 

6) A male Cavalier King Charles Spaniel (without identification) that 
had enlarged, dull, reddened eyes; the pupils and irises were difficult 
to visualize and the sclera had tiny red vessel-like structures; 

7) A female Shih Tzu (#102*637*000) that had a thick, green 
mucous-like discharge around her right eye. Her right pupil and iris 
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were difficult to visualize, dull and dry and her left eye had a thin 
layer of green mucous-like discharge on its surface; 

8) A female Shih Tzu (#0A1*327*854) that had thick mucous-like 
discharge around both eyes and a raised, greyish-white opaque lesion 
on her left eye. The dog had a black to brown dry, crusty material on 
the fur around each eye; 

9) A female Bichon Frise (#063*310*123) that had her tongue 
handing out to the side of her mouth and discolored fur around the 
lower portion of her muzzle. Most of her teeth were missing and a 
one-inch section of her right side gum was a raised, pink mass. The 
surface of both of her carnassial teeth were covered with a brown 
material. 

Date of Violation: September 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 9 C.F.R. 2.126(a)(2) Access and inspection of records and property; 
submission of itineraries. 

Each dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler, or carrier, shall, during business 
hours, allow APHIS officials: 

To examine records required to be kept by the Act and the regulations in this 
part. 

You failed to provide records of all animals on hand at the time of the 
inspection. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $2,400. 
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
